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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is responsive to the amendments filed April 8, 2009. In the instant 
amendment, claims 1, 6, 7, and 12-15 have been amended. 

2. Claims 1-10 and 12-15 have been examined, and all remained pending claims are 
allowed (renumbered 1-14). 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

3. As Applicants pointed out in the Remarks, the prior art of record (APA and 
Jazdzewski) do not disclose and/or fairly suggest at least claimed limitations recited in 
such manners in independent claim 1 "...receiving automatically a report of an update 
to the first model and converting the first model edited by said editing module into a 
second model, said first model using a view of said second model different from a view 
of said first model, and said first model not supporting the view of said second model, 
said second model associated with a different application from said application... 
wherein the event based on the update in said second model is processed by a markup 
language processor" and similarly recited in such manners in other independent claims 
(Remarks filed March 6, 209, pp. 8-10; and Remarks filed April 30, 2009, page 8). 

These claimed limitations are not present in the prior art of record and would not 
have been obvious, thus all pending claims are allowed.
